REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 8, 9, and 12-21 are pending in the application, of which claims 1, 16, 17, 20 
and 21 have been amended. Claim 13 was allowed. 

Claims 1-4, 8, 9, 12 and 14-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ishibashi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,579,657 Bl). 

Claims 1, 16, 17, 20 and 21 have been amended to delete "polyoxyethylene derivative." 
Ishibashi et al. do not disclose the claimed nonionic surfactant. Thus, the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) is not supported by Ishibashi et al. Reconsideration of the rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, Applicants 
submit that that the claims, as herein amended, are in condition for allowance. Applicants 
request such action at an early date.
